A PLEA FOR SENSE

known idea, the fact that this 
one is better may not emerge. 


to Observe that it doesn't fit 
compan olicy: Since nobody 
knows what the policy is you're 
probably right. 


9. Mention what it will cost: The 
fact that the expected saving is 
six times as much will then pale 
into insignificance. That is 
imaginary money; what we spend 
is real. Beware of ideas that 
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cost nothing though, and point 


out, "If it doesn't cost any-

Particularly effective if the 
originator is a newcomer. It 
makes him realise what an out- 
sider he is. 


Find a competitive idea: This 


is a dangerous one unless you 
are experienced. You might 
still get left with an idea. 


Cast the right aspersion:

"Do we want this clever-clever 
stuff£?", or "Let's be careful 
we don't outsmart ourselves". 
Such comments will draw ready 
applause and few ideas will 
survive collective disapproval. 


Produce twenty good reasons why 


it won't work: The one good 
reason why it will, is then lost. 


Modify it out of existence: This 


is elegant. You seem to be 
helping the idea along, just 
changing it a little here and 
there. By the time the 
originator wakes up, its dead. 


Encourage doubt about ownership: 


"Didn't you suggest something 
like Harry is saying when we 
first met, Jim?" While everyone 
is wondering the idea may wither 
and die quietly. 


Damn it with association of 

ideas: Connect it with someone's 
pet hate. Remark casually to the 
Senior Man, "Why that's just the 
sort of thing John might have 
thought up". The Senior Man 
loathes John. Your ideas man 
doesn't and will wonder for weeks 
what hit him. 


Try to chip bits off it: If you 
fiddle with an idea long enough 


it may come to pieces. 


Make a personal attack on the 
originator: By the time he's 


recovered, he'll have forgotten 
he had an idea. 


Score a technical knock-out: 

For instance, refer to some 
obscure regulation it may infringe, 
Use technology as a bludgeon. 


Postpone it: By the time its 
been postponed a few times, 
will look pretty tatty and 
partly worn.

Die naakte figuur beklee 'n unieke 
plek in die junswéreld. Vir die 
afgelope 2000 jaar is skilders en 
beeldhouers besig om met hierdie 
besondere problematiese onderwerp 

te worstel. Hulle moes gedurig die 
veranderende houdings in moraliteit, 
politiek en godsdiens in gedagte 
gehou het, om nie eers van die 
relatiwiteit van mooi en lelik te 
praat nie. Nou het dit ook 'n 
probleem van die fotograaf geword om 
steeds kunstig en artisties hierdie 
spesiale onderwerp om te gaan, ook sy 
eie indentiteit na vore te bring maar 
ook die gemeenskap waarin hy leef se 
aanvaarding en goedkeuring weg te dra.

Verder besit die kamera 
die vermoé om die realiteit baie 
meer te beklemtoon, baie meer as 'n 
verfkwas! Dit bring die fotograaf 
dus voor die probleem om te kan 
onderskeid tref tussen gewone 
kaalheid en subttiele naaktheid. 

Dit is hierdie gedurige spanning 
tussen kuns en moraliteit, tussen 
goeie foto's en "kaaskoek" wat van 
naaktefotografie altyd 'n nuwe en 
veranderde en baie keer 'n gevaarlike 
uitdaging vir die fotograaf maak. 
Die amateur fotograaf sal gou by sy 
eerste poging van naakte fotografie 
agterkom om werklik 'n mooi naakte 
studie te skep, 'n baie moeilike 
taak is! 


Die fotograaf het vandag egter die 
voordeel dat naakte figure enige 
denkbare plek afteneem kan word. 
Binneshuis of buite in 'n natturlike 
omgewing. Verder kan dit as 
instellingspunt vir sy foto dien of 
slegs 'n klein besonderheid in 'n 


groot opset wees. Verskillende 
tegnieke word ook aktief en effektief 
ingespan om van hierdie ,spesiale 
onderwerp" 'n kreatiewe, onuitputlike 
bron van skoonheid vir die fotograaf 
te maak. 


Die groter vryheid van die moderne 
tyd het ook baie daartoe bygedra om 
van hierdie onderwerp 'n realiteit 
te maak. 'n Realiteit in die sin 
dat die fotograaf nou sy eie 
oorspronklikheid as kuns na vore 
kan bring.

Simmetrie in 'n foto kan soms baie 
effektief wees, maar pasop dat die 
nie 'n vervelige prentjie word nie. 
'n Sentraal geplaasde persoon in die 
foto kan baie formeel en oninteressant 
lyk. Soos met enige kuns kan slegs 
eie ondervinding help om die foto- 
graaf se sin vir komposie en ontwerp 
te ontwikkel. Behalwe komposie is 
daar mog die aspekte van beligting 
en stemming, van vorm en tekstuur 
van omgewing en kleur en van die 
montering. Al hierdie aspekte 

verg u aandag. Laaste maar nie die 
minste nie, u keuse van u model is 
belangrik en gee die finale trefkrag 
aan u foto. U moet dus kan vasstel 
of die model geskik is vir die 
situasie en omgewing waarin dit 
geplaas word. U moet ook besef dat 
die menslike liggaam kan in ver- 
skillende hoeke waargeneem word wat 
eintlik niks met die klassieke tra- 
disie te maak het nie, maar ‘n skoon- 
heid en bekoring in sy eie reg besit.

I will be 
contacting Springs soon on their 
offer.

This helps me keep in 
touch and enables me to find out 
what is going on in clubs through- 
out the country. If there are any 
other clubs who would like to send 
me their club newsletters this will 
be much appreciated.

Our Infinity ties and brooches have 
been available for two years now and 
in recent months orders for these 
have been slacking off, so we thought 
it would be a good idea to refresh 
clubs' memories and to give a 
summary of the points which should 
be considered when awarding them. 

Of course, the ties and brooches 
have become quite a common sight at 
photographic "get-togethers" around 
the country and this makes us feel 
that the scheme is worthwhile and 
successful. The brooches were 
originally intended for women, but 
they have become very popular with 
men as well, who wear them as lapel 
badges. 


Ties and brooches can be ordered 

from Mr Reg Ansell, Chairman Regalia 
Division, 127 Victoria Avenue, Benoni 
1500 and the prices are R3,75 for ties 
and R1,95 for brooches. The ties 
come in dark blue and dark maroon, 
standard or clip-on style and bear a 
single infinity sign in silver. The 
brooch is a tasteful piece of jewel- 
lery, silver in colour. These items 
can only be ordered by member clubs 


and should be used for prestige awards. 


The awards should go to members whose 
work is considered by their club to 
be first-class and comparable to 
front-rankers in clubs elsewhere in 
the country. PSSA does not lay 

down national standards as clubs are 
expected to set their own qualifica- 
tion minima at the proper level. The 
ties and brooches should to to 
currently active top-class workers 
and should not be awarded for service 
to clubs or photography in general. 
We are not trying to substitute for 
or detract from the APSSA and FPSSA 
honours. These still remain the top 
PSSA honours and infinity holders 
should be encouraged to go for them. 


You, as a club, pay for these items 
and may charge what you like to 
members or, indeed, make no charge 
at all. 


The idea of this scheme is that 
top-class photographers will be able 
to recognise each other at photo- 
graphic functions, and indee, in 
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public places all over the country, 
and to get together and discuss 
current trends, etc. 


We would like to publish news and 
pictures of presentations of these 
awards and so far clubs have respon- 
ded quite well, but let's have more 
news of members who have received the 
award and of their recent successes 
in salons and competitions.
